Cicero,  in  his  ••  KepuUie  '  represent 
an  imaginary  eonversat ion  k-twt-en  set 
erst  I  eminent  Homans  of  tin-  preeediti] 
age.  in  the  course  of  which  one  of  them 
Seipio  Africa  mis  the  younger,  relates 
dream  which  had  occured  to  him  when 
lie  was  a  young  man,  a  Tribune  of  the 
li  Mirth  legion  in  Africa,  ami  a. guest  of 
old  King  Mussanissa,  the  faithful  ally  of 
Home.  This  dream  is  very  curious  a; 
setting  forth  Cicero's  own  views  of  tin 
immortality  of  the  soul,  ami  the  consti¬ 
tution  of  Wic  universe,  ami  may  serve  to 
correct  many  vagtic  not i« ms  now  current 
nltoul  tilt*  state  of  religion  and  scict 
in  pagan  Home. 

ly/hic  following  is  a  very  lull  abstract 
Mtf.  Keathcistniiliaugh's  translation:  tin 
whole  would  occupy  too  much  span 
these  columns. 

The  aged  King  was  overjoyed  to  meet 
the  grandson  of  his  old  friend  Atricanijs, 
and  alter  the  royal  banquet  they  protract- 
etVthe  discourse  far  into  the  night:  for 
tin-  old  man  would  talk  of  nothing  but 
Africamis,  and  remeinlien-d  md  only  hi 
actions  but  all  his  sayings.  That  night, 
St-ipio  says,  his  grandfather  (by  adopHon) 
Africa  tins,  ami  Ins  own  father,  Panins 
Kmilnis  the  eompa-ror  of  King  Perseus 
a p| m -a led  to  him  ill  his  dream.  Mi 
’*  thought  he  was  in  Heaven  which  he  dis- 
cribcs  as  tiillows: 

“This  was  an  illuminated  circle, 
fulgent  with  a  most  splendid  brightne 
which  you  as  the  Greeks  have  taught  you, 
call  the  milky  way:  from  which  all  objects 
within  my  view  appeared  ln-autiful  and 
wonderful.  The  starry  gloln*s  far 
passml  t  lux  earth  in  size,  and  our  planet 
seemed  s<vsmall  that  I  was  ashamed  of 
our  Kmpire  which  occupies  as  it  were 
only  a  sj>ot  ii|m>u  it." 

When  he  recognized  his  grandfather 
he  trembled  with  awe.  but  Africamis  re¬ 
assured  him  and  after  unfolding  to  him 
the  course  of  his  future  lith,  proceeds  as 
follows: 

•Wherefore  Africa  nils,  that  thou  may- 
est  Ik- more  prompt  to  guard  the  State, 
learn  that  to  all  those  who  have  preserv¬ 
ed,  aiilcd  and  advanced  their  country,  a 
certain  place  in  Heaven  is  assigned, 
where  the  Messed  enjoy  eternal  life:  tor 
nothing  which  is  done  on  earth  is  more 
acceptable  to  that  great  (foil  who  gov¬ 
ern.-  all  thi.>  universe,  than  those  law- 
abiding  socit  ics  of  men  which  are  called 
States.  Their  protectors  and  chieftains, 
■departing  fr«»m  Karth  will  return  hither." 

Mere,  says  Seipio,  I  inquired  if  he  and 
my  father  Panins,  ami  others  whom  we 
stipjstsed  to  lie  dead,  were  yet  living. 

Yes  indeed"  replied  he,  “they  live  who 
have  escajH-d  from  the  In  aids  of  the  InnIv, 
as  if  from  a  prison:  lor  your  lite  as  you 
i  all  it  is  more  truly  death.

If  it  appear  to  thee  insig¬ 
nificant,  as  indeed  it  is,  ti.x  thy  attention 
on  these  heavenly  things:  for  what  celeb 
rity  or  what  possible  glory  eanst  thou  ae 
quire  from  human  fame?  Thou  see 
the  earth  inhabited  in  but  few  and  nar 
row  regions.  Some  are  obliquely  situated, 
some  almost  opjiosite,  and  some  even 
directly*  antipodal,  from  whom  certainly 
you  can  expect  no  glory. 

You  perceive  also  the  Karth  to  be  as  it 
were,  encircled  with  certain  zones,  twoof 
which,  tin-  farthest  separated  and  prop 
pml  up  at  each  end  by  the  very  piles  of 
Heaven,  you  see  are  IhiuihI  up  in  frost. 
The  central  and  largest,  on  the  othc 
hand  is  burnt  by  the  heat  of  die  Sun.

Know  thou 
art  not  mortal  but  this  thy  tusly  only. 

Thou  art  like  a  Hod,  tin-  as  the  eter¬ 
nal  Hod  governs  this  corruptible  world, 
so  does  the  immohnl  soul  the.  frail  Imdy. 

This  then  is  the  prop*!1  nature  and 
faculty  of  the  soul.
